Grounds for Exemption 

If a man drafted desires to file a 
claim for exemption, he should go to 
his local board and ask for the prop- 
er blank forms. These forms must be 
properly filled out and filed with the 
board. The local board has no jur- 
isdiction in exemptions relating to 
industrial or occupational subjects. 
It will supply the forms for these 
but has nothing to do with the al- 
lowing of such exemptions.

USE LIME 

We oppend herewith a reprint of 
an an article which appeared in a 
recent issue of the California Culti- 
vator: 

“Prices of most commercial fertil- 

izers at present are high. Potash is 
almost unobtainable. Only by most 
scrupulous conservation of stable 
manure, and an increased use of le- 
gumes as green manure, and of 
‘ground rock phosphate, can the com- 
mereial fertilizer shortage be met, 
even temporarily. There remains 
one thing, however, that may be 
done to increase yields, which costs 
no more now than it did before, It 
may safely be said. I believe, that if 
all sources of artificial chemical fer- 
tilizers failed, our total farm out- 
put in many sections could not only 
be maintained, but even increased 
for a considerable time simply by 
the application of lime to acreages 
that now are low in yield or lying 
fallow because they are too sour to 
grow profitable crops. Lime can and 
should be put on all sour land. By 
a plentiful use of lime we can, fig- 
uratively speaking, make our “war 
| bread” of stones.” 
This is surely a very timely sug- 
| gestion, and we trust that our grow- 
fers will give the matter thoughtful 
| consideration.

PREDRYING OF GRAPES 

W. Flanders Setchel before Grap2 
Growers’ Conference at Fresno: ‘The 
subject with which I have to deal 
is one to which little, if any, con- 
sideration had been given by grape 
growers prior to the latter part of 
the season of last year, when early 
rains resulted in the loss of many 
thousands of dollars worth of grapes, 
a large proportion of which rotted 
upon the vines, whilst others were 
shipped in a weak condition, due t9 
abnormal water content and exter- 
ior moisture. Many cars of these 
latter grapes were leaking grape 
juice before arrival at destination. 
Emperor grapes valued in excess of 
$100 a ton, failed to realize freight 
and refrigeration upon arrival at 
destination. 

Coming to my actual experience in 
the predrying of grapes, it should be 
understood that this was limited to 
Yast season and confined to experi- 
mental proportion. The experiments 
were, however, conducted under con- 
ditions such as to positively estab- 
lish the practicability of predyring 
grapes for Eastern shipment upon a 
commercial scale. 

A raisin dryer in first class condi- 
tion, and practically air-tight save 
for the vents, was used for the pur- 
poses of the experiment. Heating 
was obtained by a boiler plate oil 
furnace, air circulation was secured 
by a three-foot fan placed over fur- 
nace, the return-air system being us- 
ed. The grapes experimented with 
were picked wet with rain and at- 
mospheric moisture, being in a con- 
dition entirely unsuitable for East- 
ern shipment. They wefe carefully 
laid upon raisin trays, the bunches 
not being allowed to touch each oth- 
er. Car strips with small wooden 
blocks attached gave the needed 
clearance between trays in the 
stacks. The grapes were placed at 
the rear end of the dryer, the fore- 
part being filled with wet raisins in 
various stages of drying. The grapes 
were subjected to a circulating air 
heat of 100 degrees for between 
three and four hours, and when re- 
moved the skins and stems of the 
grapes were entirely free of externai 
moisture, whilst the flesh on the ber- 
ries was firm. The grapes were then 
placed in standard picking boxes and 
stood in the packing house about 30 
hours before being packed and put 
into iced cars. This fruit was dis- 
tributed over four cars, the bulk of 
whih consisted of nonpredried fruit. 
The predried grapes were packed un- 
der a separate mark, but bore no 
indication to buyers by which they 
could be identified as different from 
the balance of the grapes, neverthe- 
less the predried fruit without ex- 
ception realized higher prices than 
the nonpredried, the average increase 
being 15 cents per crate. The cost 
of predrying figured out at slightly 
less than $10 per ton. In the case 
of a dryer specially equipped to 
handle table grapes the cost would 
be materially reduced. A _ successful 
predrying plant for grapes must em- 
body in its operation, first, a mini- 
mum of handling of the grapes and 
minimum of cost in operation. To 
this end the dry should be an inte- 
gral part of the green fruit packing 
house. The grapes should be picked 
in boxes having open sides so that 
no further handling of the grapes 
will be necessary from picking to 
packing, provided the boxes are 
dry to commence with. 

In estimating the economic value 
of this experiment, insurance against 
loss through a recurrence of the 
early rains of last year represents 
but a fraction of its real significance. 
With a predrying plant as part of 
the equipment of the green fruit 
packing house late grapes can be 
harvested during the entire working 
day, notwithstanding the morning 
dews which commonly necessitate 
postponement of picking until 10 a. 
m. and frequently after. Further, 
grapes can be gathered and shipped 
after rains when those without pre- 
drying facilities must wait for their 
grapes to dry on the vines, thus af- 
fording bare markets for those more 
fortunately stiuated through posses- 
sion of a predrying plant. Even un- 
der circumstances where the condi- 
tion of grapes makes it possible to 
ship them with but slight risk of 
decay, predrying wil lpay liberal divi- 
dends upon its cost, owing to the 
greatly improved carrying qualities 
of the grapes if predried. Toward 
the latter part of each year fear of 
rain causes grape growers to has- 
ten the completion of their season’s 
shipments, regardless of market con- 
ditions, through concern as to the 
possibility of a rain, whilst where a 
predrying -plant is available the pe- 
riod of marketing can be safely and 
materially extended, thereby im- 
proving market prospects, both for 
the nonpredried and for the pre- 
dried grapes, the former being freed 
of the competition they would other- 
wise experience from the _ predried 
grapes were they marketed at the 
same time, 

In the case of Emperor grapes it 
is now an established principle that 
packing in drums or kegs must be 
completed prior to the coming of 
the early morning dews. With a 
predrying plant there is no such lim- 
itation, and should at any time the 
sugar content of the Emperor 
grapes under the standardization law 
be raised, a predrying plant” would 
become a requisite of eevry packing 
shed handling this variety of grapes. 


The Eastern trade, owing to their 
severe losses last year upon drum 
Emperors purchased f. o. b. Califor- 


nia, will approach these grapes more 


warily in the future, but one can 
predry his drum Emperors for less 
than $10 per ton and either guar-

The orange growers wow effect a.

nation, the shipper assuming respon- 
sibility for deterioration of the fruit. 
Ht is my opinion that future experi- 
ments in the predrying of grapes, 
should be conducted along such lines 
as would demonstrate the practica- 
‘bility or otherwise of packing and 
shipping predried grapes im venti- 
lated dry cars without cooling, to be | 
iced at a designated icing station) 
under similar conditions to those ob-| 
tained by the orange growers. The | 
commercial value of predrying under | 
any of the beforementioned condi- 
tions would then be fully established 
and a very material saving in refrig- 
eration charges would be insured, re- 
sulting in direct annual saving to 
grape growers and, equally impor- 
tant and remunerative to growers, a 
higher standard would be establish- 
ed as regards condition of fruit at 
delivery in our Eastern marketts.

FEDERAL GOVERNMENT POLICY 
ENDANGERS STATE LAW

Much concern has been and is be- 
ing expressed by fiscal officials of 
the state government, and more par- 
ticularly by State Controller John S. 
Chambers, whose office is directly 
involved, because of the taxation of 
inheritances, estates and _ transfers 
by the federal government. 

The revenue of California, which 
is now about $4,000,000 a year from 
this source, having been increased 
by Controller Chambers from $1,500,- 
000 per annum in 1913, when he took 
office, is directly endangered by the 
federal legislation, as is in fact simi- 
lar revenue enjoyed by the other 
states of the union. 

In an interview on the subject, 
Chambers frankly admitted that with 
the war in progress there was little 
hope of having the federal govern- 
ment relinquish this particular 
source of revenue, but he added that 
the state should take concerted ac- 
tion to protect themselves along this 
line at the earliest possible moment. 
He pointed out, also, that the federal 
government imposed the tax upon 
inheritances before this country be- 
came involved in the war with Ger- 
many. At that time he, in connec- 
tion with other state controllers and 
auditors, protested to congress, 
pointing out that the inheritance tax 
affected estates which were of local 
origin and develpoment and which 
were settled through the local pro- 
bate courts, and so the tax itself 
was distinctly a state and not a fed- 
eral tax. Inside of a year, he con- 
tinued, congress had advanced in- 
heritance tax rates twice, and if 
this course is persisted in the fed- 
eral rates soon will be so high that 
the states will be compelled either 
to reduce theirs and thus lose con- 
siderable revenue, or else abandon 
the system entirely, and thus lose all 
of this revenue. This would mean 
that the taxpayers of this state 
would have to make up $4,000,000, 
or a large part thereof, in some oth- 
er way. 

Controller Chambers has called a 
convention of inheritance tax ap- 
praisers and attorneys for August 6, 
7 and 8 in Oakland. This will be 
the fourth convention of the kind 
held by the controller. California 
holds the distinction of being the 
only state in the union that has con- 
ventions of this kind. The federal 
tax will be one of the main topics 
of discussion, .

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NO MORE MEN CAN EN- 
LIST FROM FIRST DRAFT 
ie a 


With a secoud class of 755,700 
men to be called to the colors with- 
in the next ten dazs, according to 
the order published by General 
Crowder on Tuesday,, literally hun- 
dreds of additional Southern Cali- 
fornia men will be drafted within the 
next three weeks. This is in addi- 
tion to the first class of 687,000 men 
already called. 

At the same time it is announced 
that medical students and men serv- 
ing in Red Cross ambulance compa- 
nies will have no valid claims for 
exemption from the draft, and that 
agricultural workers and munition 
factory workers also will be greatly 
restricted as to exemption. 

‘With this information at hand 
word was received at the recruiting 
headquarters of the California Field 


Artillery Regiment, 749 South Spring f 
street, that two additional batteries | 


would be recruited at once, and 
that men enlisting in this arm of the 
service before the second army is 
called would be exempt from the 
second draft. 

At the same time it was announc- 
ed that men listed for the first draft 
could not now be accepted in this 
regiment, and that the men of the 
first draft would have to take their 
service in whatever arm of: the serv- 
ice they might be assigned to. 

In a forma] statement issued by 
the recruiting officer of the Califor- 
nia Artillery Regiment, appears the 
following statement: 

“With he receipt of the draft 
cards for the first army, we have 
been ordered to cease enlistment of 
men subject to the first draft, but 
we can still accept men subject to 
call for the second army. 

“With but a few days remaining 
and with only two batteries added 
to our original force throughout 
California, there are approximately 
only 100 vacancies to be filled in 
this regiment in Southern California. 

“We, of course, do not know how 
many days will elapse before we are 
ordered to sease enlistment from 
the second army’s quota, but men 
subject to the second call probably 
will have less than a week in which 
to enlist in this artillery, if they 
desire to choose their own service. 

“The announcement made by Adfu- 
tant General Boree Tuesday, that 
exemption districts will not be given 
credit off their draft quota for men 
who enlist voluntarily before post- 
ing of draft names, will mean that 
in all districts in Southern Califor- 
nia they will be expected to fur- 
nish their full quota of men, and 
that as a result many men will be 
called for service who now believe 
themselves exempt, because of the 
voluntary enlistment of other men 
in their districts. 

“Men subject to the second cail, 
therefore, have only about a week 
in which they can elist in this 
regiment.” 
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J. W. Adriance has been appoint- 
ed farm adviser, his district to be 
assigned later.
